No. i8/46/5a-Lnb.— 'In oxcrciac of the powers conferred by clause (n) of sub-section (i) of 
section 3, and sub-section (2) of section s» of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (XI of 194®), read 
with the Government of India, Ministry of Labour Notification No. LP 24(1)5 dated the i6th 
March, 1949, the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer, hereby fixes the minimum rates of wages payable 
to the employees employed In the employment apccified in the Annexure to this Notification and 
directs that the notification shall come into force on and from the ist March, 1953, 

Annexure: 

Employment in any wool cleaning, pressing or balling establishment in the State of Ajmer 
(Added under section 27 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948, to Part I of the Schedule to that Act— 
fiUe Gazette of India, Part HI, Section 3, dated the i3ih September, 1952, page 942). 

The following minimum wages and dearness allowance or minimum wages Including dear- 
ness allowance are fixed for the categories of workers employed in the wool cleaning, pressing or 
bailing establishment as shown in the Schedules A to C below. Every individual worker working 
in the Wool Cleaning, Pressing and Railing Establishments in this State must be included in one 
ot the occupations mentioned in the three Schedules. 

The employer shall not in the case of any worker reduce his wage to a figure below the wage 
which he is drawing on the date of the notification.
